Laboratory  Facilities*-  The  County  Bacterioligical  Laboratory, 
Stafford  supplies  excellent  facilities  for  the  examination  of  swabs 
specimens  of  sputa,  blood  etc*, 

During  the  year  49  reports  on  swabs  from  throats,  ears  and  noses 
etc,  were  received,  44  of  which  proved  negative.  25  specimens  of 
sputa  were  examined  for  tubercle  bacilli;  and  17  specimens  of 
blood  faeces  etc. , were  also  examined  and  reported  upon. 

Ambulance.  - An  efficient  Ambulance  Service  for  cases,  other 
than  Infectious  cases,  has  been  maintained  by  the  Council 
throughout  the  year? 

Home  Nursing.  - No  occasion  arose  for  engaging  a Nurse  for 
the  home  nursing  of  an  infectious  case. 

Clinics  - The  venereal  disease  clinic  for  diagnostic  and 
consultative  purposes  at  the  Manor  Hospital,  Walsall  (for 
both  males  and  females)  is  available  for  such  cases.

Little  or  no  difficulty  has  arisen  in  obtaining  isolation  of 
Infectious  Cases  in  the  Wissage  Isolation  Hospital,  Lichfield. 

The  Council  is  a Constituent  Authority  of  the  Mid-Staffs  Joint 
Hospital  Board* 

The  arrangements  for  the  transport  of  Infectious  cases  to  the 
Wissage  Hospital  is  not  satisfactory.  At  the  moment  our  own 
Ambulance,  previously  employed  for  the  transport  of  non- 
infectious  cases  only  is  being  used  for  this  work.  Consequently 
the  vehicle  must  be  disinfected  after  the  transport  of  each 
infectious  case  and  this  entails  considerable  extra  work  for 
the  Driver.  An  Ambulance  owned  by  the  Mid-Staffs  Joint  Hospital 
Board  and  based  at  Wissage  Hospital  is  strongly  indicated. 

The  Aldridge  Urban  District  Authority  continues  to  be  a member 
of  the  South  Staffs.  Joint  Smallpox  Hospital  Board.

The  Clinic  is  staffed  by  volunteers  from  the  Casualty  Services 
(Civil  Defence)  who  are  under  the  supervision  of  the  County 
Health  Visitors  - Nurse  Chapman  and  Nurse  Hill.  Dr. Crawford, 
School  Medical  Officer,  has  also  given  considerable  time  to 
the  Inspection  of  cases,  and  to  him  , the  Health  Visitors  and 
Auxiliary  Nurses,  sincere  thanks  are  due,  for  the  great 
interest  they  have  shown  in  this  ’work,  in  a very  practical  way. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation.  - In  co-op oration  with  Dr .Crawford^ Dr. 
Taylor g School  Medical  Officers,  the  immunisation  of  school 
children  was  carried  out  as  usual.  The  "two-shot"  method  was 
again  employed  and  no  "reaction"  was  recorded.  The  material  was

Privies  - The  number  of  privies  remaining  throughout  the 
District  is  59?  the  majority  of  these  are  in  isolated 
situations,  such  as  farms  and  farm  cottages. 

Vaccination  - It  was  not  necessary  to  vaccinate  or  re-

The  death  rate  from  Pneumonia  is  much  lower  than  in  the  past. 

This  may  be  accounted  for.  by  the  present  day  use  of  the 
sulphonamide  group  of  drugs  and  if  so,  tho  death  rate  from 
this  disease  will  be  exx^ected  to  remain  comparatively  low. 

The  Birth,  Hath,  Infantile  and  Still  Birth  Rates  can  all  be 
very  favourably  compared  with  those  for  the  whole  of  England 
and  Wales* 

• 

Mr.Boocock,  our  Sanitary  Inspector,  continues  to  do  his  work 
conscientiously,  also  did  F.de  Ville  who  was  proving  most 
useful  to  the  Department  prior  to  his  enlistment. 

If  will  be  noted  over  1000  children  under  15  years  of  age 
.were  immunised  against  Diphtheria  during  the  year. 

It  is  conservatively  calculated  that , at  the  end  of  1942, 
approximately  70^  of  all  children  under  5 years  of  age, 
and  approximately  50/°  of  all  children  between  5 sod  15  years 
of  age  are  now  immunised  against  this  disease.  This  Service 
has  been  in  operation  for  over  12  years,  and  as  the  Minister  of 
Health  is  most  anxious  to  have  at  least  75%  of  all  children 
protected.  Dr. Crawford  and  I are  aiming  to  reach  this  target 
very  shortly.  I am  very  grateful  to  Drs. Crawford  and  Taylor, 

School  Medical  Officers  for  their  very  valuable , practical 
co~operati on. 

Again  I wish  to  thank  you, Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  and  also  all 
my  fellow  Officers  and  Council  Staff  for  every  consideration 
and  courtesy  received  in  the  course  of  my  duties  during  the 
past  year.
